Kigurumi, page 13 

The word kigurumi has gained popularity in 
English in recent years, mostly in reference to 
full-body animal pajamas. Many readers may 
already know that the word also refers to more 
elaborate animal costumes of the variety used 
for sports mascots and popular characters 
at theme parks. The word kigurumi is an 
abbreviation for jintai chakuyo nuigurumi, which 
means "life-sized wearable doll." (The ki is an 
alternate pronunciation of chaku, or "to wear.") 

In Japanese, a noun can be both plural and singular, so the use of kigurumi 
in this manga may refer to one or the group, depending on context. 

Use honorifics, page 19 

In Japan, it can be very rude to address someone 
you don't know well by their given name. Sometimes 
it's appropriate to ask someone how they prefer to 
be addressed, but when that's not feasible, the safest 
bet in most circumstances is to call them by their 
surname and add the honorific -san (similar to the 
English "Mr." or "Miss"). Because they have never 
spoken before, Nobara would not be out of line in 
expecting Hakka to address her as Miyamori-san. 
Other honorifics in this volume includ "-chan" (which denotes friendship or 
closeness, and is usually reserved for children and younger women), and 
"-senpai," which is for one's direct seniors in school or other organizations.

Here, Ginger and Hakka are playing a game that is often considered a 

"sequel" to rock-paper-scissors. After the players 
have thrown out their rock, paper, or scissors, the 
winner says, "Look that way 
now!" and points up, down, 
left, or right. The loser of

scissors winner wins again. If they point in different directions, they start 
another round of rock-paper-scissors. 

Viva Nonno, page 46 

Technically, this phrase is Italian for "long live 
grandfather!" but it is a variation of "viva non 
non," a nonsensical shout from the Drifters' 
cover of the Duke Aces' 1960s single "// Yu 
Da Na." The title of this song means, roughly, 

"Ah, what a nice bath," which is probably also what Ginger means when he 

says, "Viva Nonno." 

Repart, page 53 

Pronounced "ree-part," the 
exact etymology of this term 
is unclear—the translators 
would not be surprised if 
Chigaya made it up himself. 

A reasonable theory is that is 
comes from the French word 
repartir, which means "to 
restart." It may also come from the Italian ripartire, with the same meaning, 
but it doesn't really match the imperative (command) forms of either. 


Tsundere, page 83 

Readers may be familiar with the 
tsundere trope, describing characters 
who are often sarcastic and mean 
but will occasionally reveal hints that 
they actually do care about another 
character. For the uninitiated, tsundere 
is a combination of tsun-tsun, meaning "bad-tempered," and dere-dere, 
meaning roughly "lovestruck." The word usually refers to one person who 
shows both traits, but in this case, it would seem that Nobara is tsun-tsun 
while Basilico is dere-dere.
